N 1 Hereas vpon mature and deliberate conſideration had of thẽ ma- 


nifold inconuentences occaſioned , by conuerting into Starch great 
quantities ot noheate, Flowze, Meale, and other things not fit to der 
S Doared from peoples food to ſeruein luch an ple and bp che noyſome, 
Fe,, | bnſauoury and vnwholeſome ſtenches and ſmels, which did cozrupt 
Ph Al / [RY] (be ayze and bꝛeede infections anddiſeaſes, ariſing from the making 
SRV of Starch in vnmeete plates; Wee did heeretofoze by Our P2ocla- 

Imation vtterly pꝛohibite the making therol within this Our Realme: 
nd pet notwithſtanding bpon tredidie infozmation giuen bnto Us, 
that many of Our pooze Subiects did line and maintaine themſelues 

| by making of Starch; and thatthe ſame mightbee made of Bzanne, 

Pollard, and other ſtuffe notfitfoz mans food, would bee loſt if not imploped in Starch: 
Wee did giue toleration to ſuch perſons onely as ſhould then after be litented by Our Commiſſios 
ners, to make the ſame of Bꝛanne and Pollard oꝛ other ſtuffe not fit foꝛ the foode of man, and in 
conuentent plates to be alſo aſſigned by the ſaid Commiſlioners, and pꝛohibited the making ofthe 
ſame of vsheate oz other Graine, hoping thereby, connentently to pꝛouide foꝛ the makers there- 
of, and the ſeruice of Our Kingdome therewith , without any generall pzetudice in waſte of 
Co2ne,o2 offence by annopante, though the ſame were to Our great loſſe in Cuſtomes and duttes 
paid vpon Starch impoꝛted. And now wee are giuen to vnderſtand, that ſundzy perſons, of 
diners Trades and Pꝛofeſſions, haue pꝛeſumed without any lycence oz authoꝛitie at all, and in 
plates inconuentent , to conuert into Starch diners great quantities of Wheate, Meale, and 
Flowꝛe ( beingthe maine thing wee laboured and doe ſtill reſolue and purpoſe to pꝛeuent) And 
although their offences and tontempt in thelſe kinds, might iuftly pzouoke Us to cauſe ſuch pu- 
niſhment to bee inflicted vpon them as the qualitiethereof deſerueth, yet wee in Hur Puntely 
diſpoſition, being inclined to pzeferre mercy befoze ſeuerity, are reſolued once moze to reuiue Our 
koꝛmer directions touching the making of Starch, and to giue warning and notice to Our louin 
Subiects of Our will and pleaſure therein, being now fully determined, that if they ſhall here 
ter neglect the perfozmance of Pur Royall Command ſo often iterated and renewed, Wee Will 
hencefoozth cake oꝛder that Yuſtice be ſharpely executed vponſuch tontemners, as well foz their 
offences paſt, as foz their defaults and contemptsheereafter to becommitted, without chewing 
any further fauour oz grace tothe intouragement of like diſobedience, 

And therefoze wee doe by this Our p:eſent Pzoclamation ſtraitly charge and command, 
that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoener, other then ſuch asthereunto byUs , Our Heires oz Duc- 
ceſſo2s, 92 bythe Commiſſioners of Us, Our Heires 02 Sutteſſoꝛs. halbe licenſed, 02 
appointed, and that in luch places onely, as ſhall be by ſuch warrant oꝛ authozity aſſigned oz al- 
lowed, doe at any time oz times heereafter, directly oꝛ indirectly, pzeſume, attempt, oꝛ goe about 
to make any Starch at all. And that no perſon oꝛ perſons to be licenſed, authoztzed, oꝛ in⸗ 
ted to make Starch, ſhall pꝛeſume. attempt, oꝛ goe about to make any Starch ofugheate | 
Flowꝛe, oꝛ any other ſtuffe whatſoeuer fit foꝛ the food of man. And fozaſmuch as we are infoz- 
med that diuers perſons of wealth and ability out of a deſire of gaine , doe ſecretly imploy 
ſtockes and ſummes of money and there with ſet on wozkein making of Starch little 
oꝛ no ability, who being queſtioned foꝛ their offentes are ready ta ſſie, oz being found out, haue 
no ſubſtance oz eſtate to peelde any fine oꝛ other ſatisfaction foz their niſdemeanozs ; which wee.
